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GLADIOLI 


The  Gladiolus  needs  no  words  to  commend  it.  It 
thrives  so  well  in  all  localities  and  requires  so  little 
space  that  every  garden  should  have  at  least  a few 
hundred  bulbs  to  provide  an  abundance  of  cut  flowers 
for  the  latter  part  of  the  summer. 

Plant  the  bulbs  in  April  or  May,  4 to  6 inches 
deep,  four  to  one  foot  of  row,  or  preferably,  eight 
to  a foot  of  double  row,  that  is,  two  rows  of  bulbs 
about  three  inches  apart  in  one  trench.

DAHLIAS 

The  newer  types  of  Dahlias  are  fast  bringing  this 
flower  into  the  prominence  it  deserves.  From  Septem- 
ber their  gorgeous  colorings  add  to  the  beauty  of  the 
autumn  days  until  frost  brings  the  garden  season  to  a 
close. 

The  varieties  here  offered  are  selected  for  their  merit 
and  free  blooming  habit  in  this  climate. 

The  tubers  should  be  planted  horizontally  about 
six  inches  deep  and  from  two  to  four  feet  apart.  We 
do  not  advise  planting  until  June  and  recommend  that 
no  fertilizer  be  applied  until  the  flower  buds  appear.
